WARSHIP BOMBING TESTS. 

The sinking of the obsolete battle- 
ships New Jersey and Virginia. on 
Wednesday with bombs dropped from 
‘army planes was not undertaken to 
accumulate ‘evidence’ that. heavily ar- 
mored warships’ could be destroyed 
from the air. The stoutest partisan of 
the battleship was convinced ‘by the 
Ostfriesland test on July 21, 1921, that 
no superdreadnought could withstand 
the impact of 2,000-pound T. N. T. 
bombs. It was even proved that a 
direct hit was not necessary, for the 
explosive that sank the German war- 
ship fell alongside. Bomibs of 1,000 
pounds had dismantled . her deck 
structure, but she still kept afloat. 
When the larger bombs were used her 
end soon came. The altitude at which 





the pilot flew over her was, however, | 


only 1,500 feet. At so low a level 
he would have been an easy target 
for anti-aircraft guns in clear weather. 
The conditions of the test on 
Wednesday called for the release of 
bombs at altitudes of 10,000, 6,000 
and’ 3,000 feet. The New Jersey sus- 
tained an attack for six hours before 
succumbing, but the direct hits made 
on her early from a height of 10,000 
feet were with bombs of only 600 
pounds, according to the unofficial 
account. Other: bombs fell in the 
water not far from her hull. The 
Virginia was disposed of in much 
shorter time, but the bombing, begun 
at 6,000 feet in her case, was finally 
reduced to 3,000. The marksmanship 
of the Martin’ bombers seems to_have 
been creditable at 10,000 feet and ex- 
cellent: at the lower altitudes. Until 
the official report is published definite 
conclusions cannot be drawn. Cham- 
pions of the battleship have always 
maintained that the Ostfriesland test 
dia not “sound the knell’’ of the 
surtace fleet, because all the condi- 
tions weré in favor of the planes:. the 
ship was stationary, the bombers flew 
only 500 yards above her deck, _they 
were. not targets themselves and “they 
bad no enemy in the air to contend 
with. Furthermore, a smoke screen 
could not be raised to baffle them. 
In actual warfare the battleship 
would have heen moving, probably in 
a zigtag course, at a speed exceeding 
twenty knots, and she would havé been 
defended not only by her anti-aircraft 
guns, but by. airplanes launchéd frdm 
carriers. ‘Therefore, her chances of 
escape would have been much greater. 
What these bombing tests do prove is 
that the modern navy nrust fight In 
three mediums; on the surface, under 
it and-in the air.
